Ban Suspended on 


Influenza Epidemic 


Dr. J. A. Lcpley, the local health 
officer, authorizes the following state­ 
ment : 


At a mooting of the Covina board of 
health held Thursday noon, a canvass 
of the influenza situation reveals that 
a total, of Ave cases only have occurred 
within the city limits of Covina since 
the health board met on Friday even­ 
ing, Nov. 8th. The epidemic appears to 
be subsiding in the city limits of Co­ 
vina and it has been voted by the 
health board to allow the reopening of 
tho 
schools, 
churches, 
theaters, and 
other places of public assembly begin­ 
ning Sunday, Nov. 17th. 


The schools will require physician',s 
certificate from all pupils ooming from 
families where influenza has occurred. 
In the case of children coming from 
families where thero has been no influ- 
onza, health certificates may be signed 
by the parents. However, the district 
nurse, working with the school authori­ 
ties, has been empowered to exclude 
from the schools all children having 
colds and persistent coughs. Such chil­ 
dren will bo readmitted by certificates 
of the family physician. 


The health board recommends that 
those who have had the influenza and 
those who have come in contact with 
t, in case they havo persistent coughs, 
onsult their family physician so that 
the condition may be cleared up in the 
shortest possible time. 
Such 
persons 
are expected to remain away from pub­ 
lic gatherings till recovery is complete. 
The public should understand that tho 
epidemic is not entirely over with and 
that proper precautions should be ob­ 
served till such time as all danger is 
past. 


The health board takes this oppor­ 
tunity of thanking the public for their 
hearty cooperation in the past and ait 
licit their continued assistance till the 
epidemic has been entirely 
stamped 
out,

Covina Celebrates 


Signing of Armistice 


Covina, with the other cities of the 
southland, was the scene of wild ex­ 
citement Monday on the receipt of the 
news of the signing of the armistice by 
the Germans. 


The first word reached hero shortly 
after midnight on Monday morning, and 
it was heralded to tho citizens by the 
wild ringing of the fire bell. A few mo­ 
ments later the fire onginc, under or­ 
ders from Chief Kendall, loaded with 
the firemen who had responded to the 
first tap of the bell, loft the fire house 
and drove through tho streets, ringing 
its fierce alarm. 


Mayor Welch was among the first city 
dignitaries to appear on the streets, and 
ho at once declared a public holiday, 
and for the balance of the night the 
ringing of bells aud the blowing of 
whistles proclaimed the glad news. 


A bonfire was started on tho vacant 
lot adjacent to the city hall, around 
which the peoplo danced and yelled 
until daylight. T. E. Finch, manager of 
the San Gabriel Valley Milling Com­ 
pany, demonstrated his enthusiasm by 
firing up the boilers of that establish­ 
ment and tying 
down tho whistle. 
Auothcr 
customarily 
staid 
merchant 
was seen parading, clothed in a bath­ 
robe and a pair of slippers, wildly wav,- 
ing an American flag. 


An automobile parade was formed 
and visited the ncighobring cities of 
Glendora and Azusa. ' 


During the afternoon on Monday the 
Foothill home guard battalion, compris­ 
ed of companies 
from 
Pomona, La 
Verne, San Dimas, 
Glendora, 
Azusa, 
and Covina, paraded the streets, follow­ 
ed by hundreds of automobiles.

RAIN AND FOG IN FRANCE 


MAKE AERIAL WORK DIFFICULT 


Observation firoup. 3rd U. 8. Army 
Corps, American Expeditionary 
Forces. 


October 1(5, 1018. 


Dear Father:— 


I was glad to get your letter of Sept. 
34. 
You mention the enthusiasm creat­ 
ed by the American show that 
took 
place at that time. It was indeed very 
good, but the recent fighting since Sept. 
26 has ben really severe. I many times 
•wish that we had a few weeks of Cali­ 
fornia 
weather and 
wo 
would 
go 
through with a few real drives 
that 
would worry the Hun even more than 
he is at present. 
With rain nearly all j 
the time the roads are in a frightful j 
condition, and supplies arc difficult to j 
get! forward. 
We must never forget to j 
give the enemy credit for being a won- I 
derful rctrcater. 
He has an 
uncanny I 
knack of holding on with machine guns. 
They are the big hump in this war. 


Today it has been raining 
steadily 
and flying was absolutely out 
of 
the 
question. 
I was up at corps headquar­ 
ters, and with one of the new divisions 
this morning. 
Liaison 
is one of our 
biggest duties in this war. 
We arc con­ 
stantly working out new plans 
and 
methods. 
Captain Littauer and I of­ 
ten lay awake at nights 
discussing 
plans whereby wc can be of assistance 
in letting different units on the ground 
know what others are doing. 
Since 
this open warfare has come into vogue 
there have been many new problems to 
face. 
One thing we arc doing now was 
not formerly believed to be practicable. 
We often fly at very 
low 
altitudes. 
This is made necessary on cloudy days 
when you would be out of sight at 300 
'meters. We go out over the lines at 50 
or 100 meters and see just what is going 
on. 
Wc see our own men and wc see 
the enemy. If we ennnot make out the 
enemy, they make signals to us by cut­ 
ting loose with all they have from their 
machine guns. 
The day before yester­ 
day Captain Littauer and I made a trip 
of that kind, and got a lot of valuable 
information. 
Dame Fortune is still on 
my side. 
As usual our plane was hit, 
but I have not had a scratch so far. We 
are not altogether passive, for when we 
6ee where the fire is coming from, we 
open up, and return an effective fire. 
It is a wonderful sight to see a big at­ 
tack in this way 
You can almost dis­ 
tinguish the men's features. 
We drop 
newspapers and cigarettes 
when 
wo 
have them, and that makes a big differ­ 
ence. 
I admire Jhe infantry working 
down there under such great -difficul­ 
ties. 
It is'not a pleasant sight, and I 
will be glad when wc have finished it 
up, and won an absolute victory. 


The talk of peace has caused a lot of 
comment, and certain amount of exalta­ 
tion; still when the first note came from 
Germany, we laid our plans to carry on 
with the war even more strenuously in 
the morning. 
President Wilson is a big 
factor in this thing, but wo must re­ 
member that the other allies that have 
fought an uphill battle for four years, 
'must be considered when it comes to 
peace. 
We must finish this thing once 
for all. 
Unconditional surrender is the 
right basis for us to work on. 
There 
is a great satisfaction in knowing that 
we are now on our way to secure this 
complete victory and it is a recompense 
for the lives of the many friends of 
each one of us here. 
I have not missed 
any of the big shows yet, and 
keep 
closely in touch 
with 
the 
situation. 
There is wonderful work being done on 
all fronts. 
I see thousands of prison­ 
ers. 
They arc all glad to be out of it. 
They do not put up a real finish fight, 
but their machine gunners that stick 
to the last are a wonderful lot. 
Not so 
many of them become prisoners. 


My duties as group operations do not 
make it possible for me to do the same 
amount of flying as I otherwise would. 
My work is more strenuous, however, 
When things are happening I am 
at 
work from five in the morning 
until 
midnight. 
Our observation is the big­ 
gest factor that the high 
commands 
have of keeping 
informed 
of 
their 
troop position, and the progress of the 
attack. 


I am glad that I was not sent back 
as an instructor 
in 
observation. 
I 
would much rather wait until the war 
is over with. 
One gets very much fed 
up with the whole thing, but you have 
only to reflect that the French and Eng­ 
lish have been going on with it for a 
much longer time. 
I hardly expect to 
be fortunate enough to get one of those 
seven days leaves we are supposed to 
have every four months. 
I would en­ 
joy making a trip to England. 
I had a 
letter from Major Thomas Douglas a 
short time ago. 
He said that he hoped 
to be on leave in England, October 12, 
and suggested that I might get away at 
the same time, and meet him at his club 
in London. I also want to see Gordon 
before he leaves his school. 
I doubt 
very much whether it will be possible 
to leave at present for a day, but when 
he does come up front with a corps or 
division, I will certainly see him. 
His 
work in the topographical section is 
important. 
There are a wonderful lot 
of maps used in this war. 
Wo do our 
thinking in terms of map distances and 


locations. 
I wish you could see all the 
mop information I have on the walls of 
my operations room. 


I received several copies of the Argus 
the other day. 
It appears that a great 
many of the boys are in or getting into 
the service. 
I hope the most of 
them 
may never get into it. 
There is going 
to come a time when 
this 
ceaseless 
pounding is going to have 
its 
effect, 
and it is possible that the German will 
not be able to consolidate and bold on 
his lost strong line of defense. 


I believe that you asked me in a for­ 
mer lf-tter if I knew anything about the 
country where Quentin Roosevelt 
was

graphic missions at different times. 


This letter has had a number of inter­ 
ruptions. 
It does not seem that I can 
ever get much time to myself. 
I am 
sure it is rather disjointed. 
I nm sorry 
that I do not get a letter away to you 
oftencr. 
It is certainly not because I 
do not think of you all at home. 
I do 
not write nearly so many letters as I 
should, but as our French liaison officer, 
who has just been in to wish me good 
night, has said " I t will be good wea­ 
ther tomorrow and we make the war." 
Liaison is the biggest 
word 
in 
the* 
whole war. 
There are any number of 
new things, and aviation is one of them. 
Our higher commands have never real­ 
ized the possibilities or limits of the air 
service, and one of our big missions is 
to teach them. We start with the gen­ 
erals and work on down. 


I am enclosing a Christmas package 
coupon. 
Each person is only supposed 
to receive one package at Christmas 
time. I am not in need of anything in 
particular, but if I receive anything I 
would like it to come from home. 
I do 
not need any knitted wear. 
I am not 
inviting large donations, but if we are 
still here at Christmas time, it would 
be pleasant to receive some remem­ 
brance.

P a r k , near Pasadena; on t h e west, and 
includes five powerful 
exchanges—San 
Antonio, Covina, San Dimas, the O. K., 
and tho A. C. G.—which have in nor­ 
mal years 20,000,000 pounds of oranges 
which m a y be profitably used for 
the 
m a k i n g of marmalade, and which would 
b r i n g 
a t 
t h e 
minimum price three- 
fourths cents a pound, or approximately 
$150,000 to the growers. 


" T h e S a n D i m a s factory is capable 
of handling an output which will re- 
quiro the culls from a territory shipping 
about 7500 cars of oranges a year.

E D I T O R I A L 


THE BEAST OF BERLIN, OR THE UNDUTIFUL SON 


A 
striking 
moral lesson 
may 
be 


drawn from the life of William Hohen- 


zollern, the recently 
deposed 
emperor 


of Germany. 


From earliest manhood hi.s career has 
been one of conceited nrrogancc and 
brutal 
conduct. 
Foremost 
among his 
many evils traits of character may be 
mentioned his total lack of filial affec­ 
tion. 
W e i r e so used to seeing mani­ 
festations of child love, that when such 
a hideous example 
of 
contemptuous 
hatred of his parents furnished by the 
ex-emperor is brought to our notice we 
cannot but fel shocked at such 
utter 
depravity. 


Time and again we l a v e heard of the 
taunting of his mother fis being 
the 
cause of his withered arm. 
What really 
was the cause of this deformity may 
not be generally known, but all records 
ascribe it to an accident at birth. 
It 
is a well known fact that the domestic 
life of his mother, who was the eldest- 
daughter of Queen Victoria of England, 
was not a happy one. 


Married in 1838 to prince Frederick 
William, she went to her home in Ger­ 
many, in which she was surrounded by 
none but German servants with the ex­ 
ception of one English maid. 
We can 
imagine the loneliness of such a life, 
but when we reflect on the persistent 
rumors of personal violence to which it 
is said she was subjected, we can scarce­ 
ly wonder at accidents happening. 


A s a result of the conditions of this 
marriage, a law w a s passed by the Brit­ 
ish parliament, making i t one of the 
marriage agreements, that a daughter 
of the reigning monarch marrying 
a 
foreign prince should be allowed 
to 
spend six months of each .year in 
her 
own country should she so' wish. 


In history we have 
numerous 
in­ 
stances of the sons of kings revolting 
against their fathers, but these 
cases 


have boon almost invariably the result 
of misguided impetuosity,—seldom has 
personal hatred figured in the revolt. 
But when in these Christian times wc 
have a monster who has 
cursed 
his 
mother for an imaginary injury, hated 
his father, whose reign of a Jittlc over 
three months interfered with his lust 
for power, wc cannot wonder 
at 
the 
frightful atrocities perpetrated by this 
depravity in human 
form 
during the 
great world war. 


Wc have shuddered when wc 
have 
heard of thc%l asphemy of this creature 
of the withered soul, and have 
often 
wonder at the forbearance 
of 
High 
Heaven from blasting him as he gave 
them 
utterance. 
But the God of our 
fathers is long suffering and of great 
kindness. 
Who knows but what the 
awful example of this 
fiend's 
life may 
be intended to teach some awful lesson 
that shall never be forgotten. 


His punishment has 
already 
com­ 
menced. 
Detested by his 
people 
to 
whom Jie has brought disaster, 
cursed 
b y 
the 
fathers 
and mothers, 
sisters 
and brothers of those 
of whose death 
and violation he has been the instiga­ 
tor, he is now skulking in hiding from 
tho 
just 
vengeance 
of 
those he has 
wronged. 
History 
has no parallel 
to 
tho wanton cruelty perpetrated at the 
instigation of this one man. 


Three 
times ho has been 
convicted 
of murder b y the English courts 
and 
the whole world acquiesces to that ver­ 
dict. 
Woll has he 
been 
named 
the 
" B e a s t of B e r l i n , " for like a beast of 
prey, h e has been seeking 
whom 
he 
might devour for the past thirty years. 


Slowly but surely the reward of an 
evil life is being brought home to him. 
" T h e mills of the gods grind 
s l o w , " 
but we have no doubt that by this time 
William 
Hohenzollern is beginning to 
realize 
that 
it 
grinds 
"exceeding 
small.''

Herbert E. Millikon of Covina, 
who is a member of the sorority, has 
been 
appointed 
chairman of this 
dis­ 
trict by the state chairman, Mrs. Lilian 
M. Allen of Berkeley. Bottles have al­ 
ready been put in most of the local 
business houses and their number will 
be increased as rapidly ns possible. Bot­ 
tles 
will 
also 
be placed 
in all the 
schools of the district, and the children 
are urged to drop in their pennies for 
this most worthy «cause. 


There has been no organized charity 
for the babies of Serbia and Poland, 
consequently there arc no children in 
those countries 
under seven 
years of 


age. 
Hundreds of Belgian babies have 
been saved by the contributions to the 
Belgian relief fund. 


Mrs. 
Millikan wishes 
to 
emphasize 
the 
fact 
that 
the signing 
of 
peace 
would not affect this charity. The na­ 
tional committee for relief in Belgium 
and France, of which Mr. Herbert C. 
Hoover 
is still 
chairman, 
will 
make 
public 
announcement 
at 
the 
earliest 
possible moment that this work can be 
discontinued. 


One hundred per cent of all money 
subscribed goes to Belgium, the com­ 
mittee themselves paying all expenses. 
The milk bottles for the local stands 
were kindly donated by Mr, F. 0. Fra- 
zier.

This amount of money is lost to Co­ 
vina whenever a thoughtless or disin­ 
terested citizen of the community goes 
elsewhere to spend t w o hundred dollars 
for 
something he could get right at 
home. 


There is a town in Arizona in which 
there is located in its immediate vicin­ 
ity some of the most productive farm 
land imaginable—they raise good crops, 
and for t w o or threo years people who 
owned these farms thought they were 
well off. However, their families thought 
they had to travel eighty-nine miles to 
do their shopping, and as the city in 
which they spent their money kept of­ 
fering more inducements for them to 
come and making their stay more at­ 
tractive each trip, a good many farmers 
decided to lease their places or to try 
and livo in town and run the ranch in­ 
cidentally. The two stores in the little 
farm 
town went out of business and 
things looked mighty dull. The renters 
gave up their leases and lost interest 
in the hired farm. 
Tho owners 
were 
having such a good 
time in the city 
that they sort of lost interest in t h e 
farm too, and the rosult was that they 
woke 
up to the fact 
when 
someone 
tried to sell their farm situated in a 
beautiful city that there was no city. 


There are a great 
many 
people in 
this 
town who don't 
patronizo 
their 
home 
industries, 
thinking 
that 
they 
can do better by going to another town. 
Their loss is just as great as the loss 
to tho merchant.

FRIEND OP SPANISH 


SPEAKING PEOPLE DEAD 


Mrs. 
I. I, Cook has been spending a 
week in Long Beach with her sister, 


Mrs. 
Richmond. 


The death last week of Miss Mary A. 
Merwin of Pasadena recalls the inter­ 
esting story of the establishment of the 
little 
Presbyterian 
mission 
at 
Irwin- 
dale, in which Miss Merwin was deeply 
interested for many years. 


Some thirty years' ago, the late ReV. 
Moss Merwin, D.D., for many years a 
missionary of the Presbyterian 
church 
in 
Chile, 
South 
America, 
came 
to 
Southern California because of failing 
health. 
Settling in Pasadena, both he 
and his only daughter, Miss Mary Mor- 


win, 
continued their practical interest 
in and help for the Mexicans in the im­ 
mediate vicinity. 
A number of small 
missions were established, that at Ir- 
windale being one, with those of La- 
manda 
Park, 
Pasadena, 
Los Angeles, 
Duurte, 
Monrovia, 
and others 
which 
have been in active service ever since. 
At Irwindale a large tract of land was 
purchased, the little church and school 
house built and deeded to tho Home 
missionary society of the Presbyterian 
church. 
B y the tiny 
parsonage, the 
first well in the settlement was dug, and 
three-quarter 
and half 
acres of land 
were leased or sold at nominal prices 
to the Mexicans who gathered 
about 
tho religious 
center. 


Here, in former years, Dr. Merwin 
frequently held services umil the time 
of his death some ten years ago. N a 
tive 
pastors have 
kept up the work, 
and nine years ago, when the school 
district, then with lower Azusa, asked 
to be transferred to the Covina system 
Prof. J. J. Morgan, then in charge of 
the Covina schools, began special work 
for tho Irwindale children, which has 
developed in a splendidly 'constructive 
way since that time, with Mrs. H. A. 
Brownficld of Baldwin Park, the sue 
cessful teacher in charge. 


Until two years ago, when the largo 
addition 
and manual 
training 
rooms 
were added, the school building still be­ 
longed to the Presbyterian board, and 
annual 
rent was paid by our school 
board, but at that time, through 
infi­ 
nite 
trouble, 
Professor 
Morgan 
pur 
chased both the land and the building, 
so that now they are tho property of 
the Covina school district, 


During all these years Miss Merwin 
was a frequent visitor at Irwindale, as 
at the other missions, and tho people 
were very fond of her, for with her 
rarely sympathetic nature and her un­ 
derstanding of the Spanish people, she 
won friends 
always and was a most 
welcome visitor in their homes. 


Always frail, during the past two or 
three years her visits have been less 
frequent, but she kept in close touch 
with the religious work and was keen­ 
ly interested in the educational and 
welfare work, and rejoiced in the pro­ 
gress made. One of the last times she 
was at the Merwin school was upon the

! t o Johnson's to get a watermelon 
feed, 


! I said no, I did not like melons. 
I had 
!to lie a little along with being shut out 
jfrom 
the 
splendid 
times other 
boys 
could have because they played fair. 


When Bill Johnson sent mc t h a t melon 
he built a monument to his memory 
t h a t has a n y t h i n g skinned t h a t 
marble 
can put up. 


T h a t is just the kind of a monument 
I want to put up to m y memory. 


Xow listen, kids. A n y time you get 
up against it for a bolt or a n y t h i n g of 
t h a t sort and you c a n ' t get it without 
t a k i n g it off of a piece of machinery 
somcv here, you can come out to me 
and I will get it for you if I have to 
t a k e the barn down. 


Some 
of these 
old guys 
will 
get 
peeved some time when you t a k e bolts 
like t h a t and they will file a complaint 
against you and have you sent to t h e 
reform school and you will b e ruined. 
I would not give one of you boys for 
all the bolts in t h e h a r d w a r e store, and 
d o n ' t you allow yourself to go near a 
tool along the roadside.

Wow I What a relief! We arc out for 
a rest after the first week of the biggest 
drive of the war.

We can 
hear the guns easily enough. We aro 
only a few miles from the front, but arc 
not having to duck shrapnel nil the 
time.
